said, by the Soviet Union's desire 
to 4'v'de its naval undertakings 
into two spheres—the Far East- 
ern and the European. 
The Brit- 


ish preferred to treat the Soviet 
fleet as one unit. 


The program for the conversa- 


tions was settled in a preliminary 
exchange of views at the

OP)—The supreme court to- 
day wiped out the law en- 
acted in 1934 to help cities, 
counties and other political 
subdivisions reduce their in- 
debtedness through federal 
bankruptcy courts.

al. 


Justice McReynolds spoke for 


the majority and Justice Cardozo 
for the minority. 
Chief Justice 


Hughes and Justices Brandies and 
Stone agreed with Cardozo. 


"If obligations of 
states 
or 


their political subdivisions may be 
subjected to the Interference here 
attempted, they are no longer free 
to manage 
their own 
affairs," 


the majority opinion said. 


It was set forth that "the will 


of congress" would prevail over 
them, should the law be allowed 
to stand. 


Asserted Care Taken. 
Justice Cardozo asserted that 
great care had been taken under 
the legislation to "maintain in- 
violate" the "governmental pow- 
ers of the state and its subdivis- 
ions," and "the statute is con- 
stitutional."

SAN ANTONIO, May 25.—W)— 


Myron Blalock of Marshall, chair- 
man of the democratic state ex- 
ecutive committee, today proposed 
a new plan for representation of 
Texas democrats at their national 
convention.

ed by Rev. McPhail's 
scripture 


readings from Joshua 18:1-8 and 
Joshua 18:1. This was followed by 
a vocal solo, "In The Garden of 
Tomorrow," by Harold Davidson, 
a member of the graduating class. 


Appreciates Honor. 
In his preliminary remarks to 


the class, the Corslcana pastor ex- 
tended his congratulations to the 
group, and expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the honor bestowed on him in 
asking him to bo tho bacccalaure- 
ato speaker and that he always 
considered it a privilege to speak 
to a graduating class. He said that 
class members would always re- 
call Incidents from their graduat- 
ing occasions. 


Returning to his text, tho speak- 


er declared that Joshua had a high 
rating in God's "Who's Who" as 
a warrior, statesman, and man of 
God. 
He recalled that tho great 


leader was one of the twelve spys 
sent Into tho promised land, and 
with Caleb brought back a favor- 
able report on tho general possi- 
bilities.

such attention as Pasteur gave to 
hydrophobia. Ho urged members 
of the class not to be satisfied 
until they had contributed some- 
thing to the progress of human- 
ity. Co-Operation Is Foundation. 


The speaker also pointed out 


that business was formerly con- 
sidered a war to be governed by 
the rules of the jungle, the- "sur- 
vival of the fittest." He asserted 
that a new idea was held by most 
business today and that the world 
is so built that any purely selfish 
enterprise cannot survive. He de- 
clared that co-operation was the 
foundation of success, and even a 
law of nature, and could be ex- 
pected to produce the finer things 
of life as well as a now era in in- 
dustrial relations.

buildings are mere shells. 


Turning into an open door, the 


visitor finds himself in a 
vast 


room, some 70 feet square and 50 
high, with 
gaunt 
steel 
girders 
showing. 


Unfinished Structures. 
Farther along, the squat log 


structure which will house ranger 
headquarters stands out as a wln- 
dowless, unfloored 
skeleton. In- 


side, hundreds of workmen 
are 


laying flagstones in a patio. The 
Alamo reproduction likeness lacks 
interior finish. 


The wooden framework, of two

"Tall Tales." 


The Texas cowboy is what Is 


commonly called the 
teller 
of 


tall tales. Compared with him, 
Baron Munchausen was a mere 
amateur. His stories ran the full 
gamut 
of 
subject 
matter, 
but 


particularly did they concern the 
weather, the 'herd, the tenderfoot, 
rattlesnakes, and horses. The ten- 
derfoot heard of bales of cotton 
blown through the air like straws; 
of shifting 
sands—"Why, 
two 


hombres were digging for prairie 
dogs and the sand drifted from 
under them and left them twenty 
feet In the air"; or of the sensi- 
tive .ribs of the rattlesnake—the 
wise cow-hand coils his horsehair 
lariat around his bed roll; and 
when the snakes attempt to crawl

CONTROL MOSQUITO 


TO STOP MALARIA 
IS HEALTH SLOGAN 


AUSTIN, 
May 
25.—(Spl.)—A 


marked saving In human 
lives 
and Improved health 
conditions 


may be obtained in large meas- 
ure by an educational 
program 


for the control of the mosquito, 
suggests Dr. 
John 
W. Brown, 
state health officer. 


"Malaria Is transmitted to hu- 


mans," he said, "by the bite of 
the 
anopheles 
mosquito. This 


mosquito acquires 
the 
malaria 
parasites by biting a person who 
has these parasites In his blood. 
She (it Is the female who trans- 
mits this disease) then bites a 
well person. The parasites enter 
tho blood, grow, 
and 
multiply 


there. 
Poisons are formed and 


carried in the blood stream to all 
parts of the body. The person 
.bitten by the carrier mosquito be- 
gins to shiver with chills, burn 
with fever, and to have a head- 
ache. 


"Prevention of malaria should 
start with the protection of hu- 
mans from the bite of the infect- 
ed mosquito and continue through 
to the elimination of the mos- 
quito. 


"The protection of humans may 


be accomplished by screening all 
houses to prevent the entrance 
of mosquitoes, 
A 16-mesh wire 


screen shoiftd be placed over all 
openings. Be sure that all chim- 
neys, cracks, and 
other 
open- 


ings are covered. 


"The malaria mosquito breeds 


in still water and the pools and 
grassy edges of running water, 
as well as In many places where 
water Is allowed to collect or 
stand. The female mosquito then 
lays her eggs on the surface of 
the water, where they float, and 
in a few days hatch into "wig- 
gle-tails." These live in the water 
and In time turn Into mosquitoes. 
These changes must take place In 
the water and require from 12 to 
14 days In summer to complete 
the cycle. 


"In order to prevent the ma- 
laria mosquito from breeding, de- 
stroy their shelters by removing 
all Brush and weeds; and drain 
or otherwise control their breed- 
ing places In water By spraying 
the surface with oil or putting 
top-feeding 
minnows in 
waters 


where oil or drainage cannot be 
used. 


"Consult your health officer or 


sanitarian about methods of con- 
trol In your community."

thing known to exist in the

It is a particle so 
small that it cannot be seen 
with the most powerful mi- 
croscope, and is known to 
scientists only indirectly by 
the effects it produces. That 
inconceivably minute par- 
ticle is revolving- around its 
nucleus with a million times 
the speed of our fastest air- 
plane. 


Moreover, 
the 
electron 


seems to 
represent man's 


vain dream of mechanical 
perfection, 
perpetual mo- 


tion. It seems to be in itself 
both engine and vehicle— 
a machine somehow wound 
up in the 
beginning 
with 


power to run forever. And 
the highest ambition of our 
proud scientists is, somehow, 
to catch a little of that pow- 
er—to sneak a ride on an 
atom. 


There are many ways to 


security—none of them ab- 
solutely fool-proof or de- 
pression-proof, 
but 
some 


better than others. Dr. C. C. 
Huebner, professor of in- 
surance in the University of 
Pennsylvania, addressing a 
group of business and pro- 
fessional men, urges his spe- 
cial brand. 


"If one has adequate life 


insurance, he has in. effect 
made a will," says the pro- 
fessor. He .is highly in^ fa- 
vor of such wills in these 
uncertain times,> when mi- 
nor depressions come every 
seven or eight years and ma- 
jor depressions about every 
20 years. 


"It is easy," he adds.* "to 


understand the state of the 
public mind following, al- 
though neither 
what 
has 


happened nor the resulting 
state of mind is new. Ow- 
ing to the speculative na- 
ture of man, there is no way 
to get away from the cycle. 
But we can dp. a lot to miti- 
gate it by laying aside what 
we can afford — or even 
more—in fat years. 


"People, 
though, 
lose 


courage and judgment, and 
vow 
they'll 
never 
save 


again, and say the govern- 
ment must take 
care 
of 


them—a deplorable thing, 
destroying 
initiative 
and 


real security." 


Alongside of this com- 


ment might be placed a sug- 
gestion by Walter Duranty, 
in his famous book about 
Russia. He thinks the best 
way to provide security in 
this 
country 
would 
be 


through a broad, 
flexible 


system of individual life in- 
surance fostered by the gov- 
ernment,

exemptions and a total

strength of 1,274,298, making an 
estimated increase this year of 69,- 
158.It was explained 
that - taxes

months, and that while some poll 
taxes necessarily would be paid 
with property taxes after the Jan- 
uary 31 deadline the payers could 
not vote. 


"A person owning no property 


could pay his poll tax," an attache 
said, "but won't after Jan. 31." 


Some paid polls might be report- 


ed from a few counties, but were 
not expected to alter the totals 
materially. 
..Persons who become 21 years 
old after January 1 but before 
voting time are exempt from the 
tax. They must obtain certificates 
of exemption.

vor of the daily racing form 
in the state's suit for injunc- 
tions to close sources of in- 
formation to bookmakers. 


The state had sought cancella- 


tion of the racing form's permit 
to do business in Texas. It was 
one of the several defendants in 
th0 suit, which was instituted last 
August at the request of Gover- 
nor Allred. 


Judge Yarborough ruled that the 
constitutional guaratee of freedom 
of the press extended to the rac- 
ing form In the publication of 
race news. 


He further held that there was 


no /evidence to show that the Re- 
gal Press, Inc., publisher of the 
race paper, had done any illegal 
acts or that the racing 
form 
was published to aid betting. 


The state's case apparently was 


weakened against other 
defend- 


ants for Everett Looney, special 
counsel for the governor, conced- 
ed that argument in behalf o' the 
racing form by Judge C. A. Led- 
dy was applicablo to other defend- 
ants. 


Looney continued that "the free- 


dom of the press 
and 
speech 


yields to police powers of the state 
and to the public welfare." Restric- 
tion on dissemination of informa- 
tion used in gambling, he contend- 
ed, would not infringe upon the 
freedom of the press or speech as 
contemplated In the constitution. 


Holding the 
paper 
published 
"legal information about races," 
Judge Yarborough said "It is not 
up to the courts to pass upon 
whether Information published is 
wise; that Is for the reader to de- 
termine." 


He held also that there was no 
state law prohibiting tho publi- 
cation of probable odds on horse 
races, a point urged by the state 
against the racing form, and ob- 
served that some dally newspa- 
pers published that Information. 
Court Without Power. 
Even though It could be assunv 


ed, which was not, that the paper 
was published with the motive of 
aiding betting, Judge Yarborough 
said, "I don't think there is any 
question of the lack of power of 
this court to enjoin it." 


Ho reiterated an Inclination to 
overrule a motion for an Instruct- 
ed verdict for the Texas News 
Service, against which the state 
directed much of Its testimony. 
"It was chartered to construct 


and maintain telegraph and tele- 
phone lines," he said. "There has 
been, no proof that It has done 
so."He said tho ruling for the rac- 
ing form should not bo interpreted 
as Indicative of his decision on 
similar motions for the American 
Telegraph 
and 
Telephone com- 


pany, Southwestern Bell Telephone 
company Western Union and Pos- 
tal Telegraph company, other de- 
fendants. Decisions on their mo- 
tions will bo made upon comple- 
tion of arguments.

—Of)—Three supplementary 
rec- 


ommendations of the Texas State 
Committee of the Soil Conserva- 
tion program have been approved 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
It was announced today by A. L, 
Smith, executive secretary of the 
state committee, and Jack. Shel- 
ton, vice director and state agent 
of the Texas Extension Service, 


The first of the recommenda- 


tions approved Is that the term 
"soil-conserving crops" has been 
ruled to mean any crop on crop 
land 
which 
an 
approved 
soil- 


building practice Is carried out In 
1936, 
and from which no soil-de- 


pleting crop is harvested In 1938. 


The second 
recommendation 
that was approved for the State 
of Texas states that sorghum or 
millet when seeded on crop land 
between January 1, 1936 and July 
31, 1936, IT all the crop Is left on 
the land or plowed under, will h« 
regarded as a soil-conserving crop. 


Tho third approved recommen- 


dation is in regard to a soil-build- 
ing practice which states that 
any sorghum, sudan grass or mil- 
let 
will 
receive a 
soil-building 


practice payment at. tho rate of 
$1.00 per acre when seeded on crop 
land between January 1, 1930 and 
July 81, 1938 and all the crop 
Is left on the land or plowed 
under, providing that all tha re- 
quirements for grant are complied 
with.

The tax on tax payments would 


have resulted from the fact that 
money used to pay a projected 
flat 18 per cent tax on total cor- 
poration income, since it would 
not have been distributed to stock- 
holders, would have been subject 
to a 7 per cent levy on undistrib- 
uted corporation earnings.

One suggestion for regaining

ASPHALT IS NOW EXTRACTED 


IN PURE STATE FROM WASTE 


PETROLEUM BY NEW METHOD 


By HOWARD W. BtAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor 
TULSA, Okla., May 
22.—(/P)— 


Oil wells which supply the gaso- 
line to move vehicles were pointed 
out today as a new source of pav- 
ing material over which to move 
them. 
All pertoleum contains asphalt, 
but much of it has not been util- 
ized for paving because of im- 
purities. By a new vacuum process 
of extraction, demonstrated at the 
International 
Petroleum 
Exposi- 


tion, pure asphalt falls like rain 
out of a cloud of vaporized pe- 
troleum. 
The still In which this was done 
was invented by Dr. Sidney Born, 
director of petroleum research at 
the University 
of 
Tulsa. 
The 
stills are towers made of heavy 
steel, 40 to 60 feet high and five 
to 22 feet in diameter. 
In the interior of the towers 
are almost perfect vacuums. 
In- 


to them Is run petroleum from 
which gasoline and kerosene have 
been extracted. The liquid is shot 
into the vacuum tower at 6,500 de- 
grees 
fahrenheit, a 
temperature 
at which it Instantly explodes into 
a cloud of vapor. 
Out of this vapor the asphalt 


falls completely pure in a coal 
black rain. By this method a 60- 
foot tower working automatically, 
can make every day enough as- 
phalt to pave about four miles of 
road, 


Dr. Born says the petroleum as- 
phalt promises a very cheap pav- 
ing material. He believes it will 
make pavements as good as any- 
thing now in use. The proof of 
this, he says, is 18 miles of high- 
way built five years ago between 
Ada and Fittstown, Oklahoma. The 
pavement has stood up under the 
heaviest kind of trucking which" 
uses it to service the Fltts oil 
pool.

/British subject, and Joseph 
Kristy, 27, dropped through the 
gallows traps at San Quentin pris- 
on together and Earl "Bud" Kim- 
ball, youthful slayer, was hanged 
at Folsom. 
The British government failed 


in its efforts to save the life of 
Mackay, Gov. Frank F. Merriam 
refusing to heed a last minute ap- 
peal from Anthony Eden, British 
foreign minister. 
The 
governor previously had 
granted two reprieves after Great 
Briatin interceded in the case. 
Warden Court Smith telephoned 


Gov. 
Merriam a few minutes be- 
fore the hanging, but said the 
state executive refused to hear a 
last minute plea from Mackay's 
attorney, Melvin Belli. 


Belli declared $250 was forth- 
coming from the British govern- 
ment to carry Mackay's case to 
the United States supreme court, 
raising new points in the desper- 
ate effort to save the man's life. 
Mackay and Kristy were convict- 


ed of kidnaping James B. Holo- 
han, then warden of San Quentin, 
and members of the prison boari, 
in a futile attempt to escape a 
year ago.

Pictured by their attorney as 
resigned and holding no fear of 
death, the two prison breakers 
were scheduled to drop through 
the trap shortly after 10 a.m. 
(noon central standard time). 


The office of Gov. Frank F. 
Merriam, who may grant as many 
reprieves as he wishes but no 
commutation, was watched closely, 
id attorneys for the doomed men 
looked 
eagerly for word 
from 
Washington. 


The governor, before retiring 
early today at his Long Beach 
home, issued a statement, saying: 
"I see no reason yet to grant a. 


third reprieve to Alexander Mas- 
kay and Joseph Kristy, but I am 
leaving it open until th« last min- 
ute." 


He said he had received several 
communications about the case, 
Including a message 
from the 
state department at Washington. 
Following a previous plea from 


London, the execution recently was 
delayed just 40 minutes before the 
scheduled hour. 
Mackay and Kristy were sen- 


tenced for their part in a prison 
break last year in which the ring- 
leader was slain, the warden se- 
verely beaten and four prison of- 
ficials kidnaped as hostages.
